The following Regulations for the Movements and 
Formations of a Division or Brigade of Cavalry, having 
been submitted to the Queen by His Royal Highness the 
Field-Marshal Commanding-in-Chief, and approved by 
Her Majesty, are to be adopted and strictly adhered to ; 
and Her Majesty will hold the Qeneral Officers charged 
with the Inspection of the Troops, as well as Command- 
ing Officers of Divisions, Brigades, and Regiments, 
responsible for any departure from the said Regulations, 
which shall appear to have taken place, under any 
circumstances, or upon any pretence whatsoever.

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GENERAL PRINCIPLES OF THE MOVEMENTS AND 
FORMATIONS OF A DIVISION OR BRIGADE OF 
CAVALRY. 

1. The following mbvenients for a Division or Brigade are 
based upon the principles laid down for the manoeuvring of a 
single Regiment, as explained in the Cavalry Regulations. The 
movements from Two Lines are for a Division of Two Brigades, 
formed into a First Litie and Support, each Brigade consisting 
of three Regiments. The use of the First Line is for the 
immediate attack, or to manoeuvre so as to gain an enemy's 
flank ; a Support to follow up a success or cover a failure in 
the attack of the iFirst Line is indispensably necessary. 

2. It has not been considered requisite to add the relative 
position or movements of a Reserve, so much depends on the 
nature of the ground and a variety of circumstances which 
must be left to the discretion of the Officer in Command. A 
Reserve must be under cbver, especially from the fire of 
artillery, and in a position from which it can most readily be 
made available, either concentrated or divided, according to 
circumstances ; this body should generally be so disposed as to 
be easily moved to any point Where it is wanted. 

3. "Whenever a Division is assembled^ it will invariably be 
told off into two or more Brigades, but it is recommended that 
it should not exceed three. A Brigade will consist of any 
number of Regiments not exceeding four. 

4. All the Formations of a Division into Two Lines apply 
equally to a single Brigade, but the Brigadier must previously 
to.ihe Formation into Two Lines appoint the Senior Officer to 
Command ^ach Line, anil thejr will be assisted lutlift d&^fts^Vs^

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5. Any Change of Front of a Line causes a Change of 
Position of ovcrj Begiment in suchLine^ except that giving 
the Base. 

6. All the Changes of Front and Position of the First Line 
must be followed by such a Change of the Support as will 
place the centre of the latter about four hundred yards in rear 
of the centre of the former, the Officer conunanding takihg care 
that the Line is parallel with the First. 

7. When a Brigade or Division is in Two Lines, and the 
First is ordered to ''Advance,'' '' Retire,** or " Take Ground 
to either Flank,*' or to " Change Fnmtw Position,** the Officer 
commanding the Support will at once, in the absence of any 
explicit command, conform to the movements of the First Line; 
thus, when a command is given and no line mentioned, the 
Officer commanding the First Line will act on the order just 
as if there was no Support, and the position o( the First ILine 
will always (unless otherwise ordered) determine that' of the 
Second. In Movement No. 1 from Two Lines, the only com- 
mand from the Division Leader is '' Tke Division, wilt Change 
Front Half Right,** at which the Officer Commanding the 
First Line proceeds to Change his Front as ordered, and the 
Officer commanding the Support conforms to the operation as 
laid down* 

8. When the Passage of a Column round the Flanks, or 
through u Line of Lifantry, has been mad^ and it is required 
to form Two Lines to the Front, Bight Front, or Left Front, 
the Head of the Column will be led in the direction in which 
it is intended the Formation is to take place, and the command 
''Form Two Lines to the Front on the Heads or CaUrts of 
Brigades^* will -effect the purpose. 

9. During the chequered Betreat of .a Line^' the .Officer 
Commanding it may gradually throw back either of its Flanks, 
which operation must be.carefuUy Cfonform^ Officer 
Commanding the Supports iJt the First. Liniewluc^ is retzeat-

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4t is;|i]|;0y frqn^. the attitude of the enemj that he., iiitend^ to 
attack, the. retiring movement of each Line of alternate bpdies 
Cfhould be Qiade as . short as possible. It must be borne in 
mind, that wl^eii Cayahy is covering a Betreat of Infantry or 
Qoncf, an inoipoirtaiit point is to keep the enemy as distan,t as 
possible ; and, therefore, in all cases of Betreat the operation 
should be. slowly performed, so as to enable the Infantry or 
Artillery, o^ both, whose retreat the Cavalry is covering, to 
I'each and make the most of the advantageous ground or 
positioju it is intended to occupy.

that direction. All other IVoops will be put about by Threes 
as it comes to their turn, and follow at the proper distance. 
The Column may be Halted and Fronted at any moment, and 
pne or>twp Lipes be formed to the Front or either Flank.

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versed, that is, the Left Colamn forms Line> to the Front <m 
the Leading Troop, and the Right Column forms Line to the 
Front on the Rear Troop ; if the Columns be of considerable 
depth, the Support may be formed on a central Troop. 

11. When it is found necessary to pass Two Lines to the 
Rear of Infantry or Guns, or both, the following method may 
be employed. Officer Commanding Support repeated by Com- 
majiding Officers, " Retire hy Threes from the Right of 
Sqiihdrons"* When the Passage of both Lines has been 
effected. Regiments will form as may be directed by the 
Officer Commanding the Line, if possible previously to the 
commencement of the Passage, but he must accompany the 
Troops and superintend the Movements ; for it may hap][>en 
that the Formations of the Troops in Rear will be changed 
during the Passage, and thereby render the first arrangement 
impossible or unadvisable. If possible, the Support only should 
retire through the Infantry, the first Line going round the 
Flanks. 

12. On the command given to a Line to " Retire in Column 
of Troops from both Flanks and Re-form Line, Detached 
Columnsy or Contiguous Close Columns" Troops are wheeled 
to the Right and Left from a Central point, the Flanks 
wheeling completely about, if that amount of wheel be neces- 
sary, and retiring in such directions as will just clear the 
Flanks of the Body behind which the subsequent formation 
is to take place. 

13. If a Line is to be formed, either the Officer Commanding 
the Line will himself accompany One of the Columns, which 
Column he will order to Direct ; or in case of his not being 
able to accompany it, he will send a Staff Officer with instruc- 
tions where the Line is to be formed. The Head of die 
Directing Column will be wheeled lipon the Alignment at the 

* The Support retires first; the First line either holds its ground, «v

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point fixed. This id a signal for the other Column to com- 
mence its Formation, and the Line is thus completed bj the 
remaining Troops of both Columns wheeling at the proper 
points, passing along the Rear of that part of the Line already 
formed, and again wheeling up to their places as they severally 
arrive at them. 

Two Masses of Detached Columns can be formed, One 
from each of the Retreating Columns, by the word of command, 
" Retire in Column of Troops from both Flanks^ and Form 
Detached Columns to the Rear on the Heads of Columns.^* 
Both Columns are led as above directed, one of them always 
directing, accompanied by the Officer Commanding or a Staff 
Officer. When the Head of the Directing Column arrives at 
the point of Formation, the word of command is given, " To 
the Reverse Flanh Right or Left about from Close Column^* 
the Officer Commanding the Head of the other Column im- 
mediately conforming to the Movement. One of the Columns 
will then stand Right in Front, the other Left in Front. 

14. The Close Columns to the Rear may also be formed on 
the Rear Troops of Columns i when this is to be the case, 
each Column is allowed to continue its march until its Rear 
arrives at the spot where it is intended the Head shall stand, 
when the Two Masses are formed. The words are then given 
** Form Close Columns to the Rear on the Rear Troops^^ upon 
which the Rear Troops are wheeled about to the Pivot, also 
all other Troops of the same name as the Rear Troops wheel 
about to the Pivot ; all other Troops of both Columns will 
wheel three-quarters about towards the Pivot, and the whole 
will move up and form Mass on the Rear Troop.* 



* The formation of Close Columns to the Rear is recommended to be 
perfi)rmed on the Head of the Open Column, in preference to its taking 
place on the Bear ; for in the former case, the Officer Commanding at the 
Head of the Coltimn which is not directing, ^^te^vves^ ^<&\^^gcKKav% Kjl*^^ 
operation of the DirecUng Colunm, and m coTUtefi^fveoA^ \j^ ^aaoSsscassa^ vi^. 
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15. The DiVisk)]], standing in CionUgaouB'Olose Coliuniift, 
on being ordered to ^^ Advance in Column of Troops from the 
Right of Brigades/* each Brigade will advance in the nu^oner 
prescribed at Paragraphs 18 and 19 of the Parade J^oye- 
ments. The moment the Two Columns are formed. Two 
Lines to the Left may be obtained by wheeling both Columns 
Left into Line ; or, Two to the Right by the command '^ Ftfrm 
Two Inverted Lines to the Right on the Heads of Squadrons; " 
or, Two Lines to the Right niay be formed by the command 
«' To the Reverse Flank^ Right Form Two Lines.'' This 
lust command may be given the moment the Heac^ of eadi 
Column has advanced a distance equal to i^e extent of the 
Front of a Troop, or it may be ordered at any other points 
on their march. The Advance may be by Squadrons inatf^ 
of Troops, at the option of the General in; Command. 

16. On the command ^* Retire in Column of. Troopis.or 
Squadrons from the Right of Brigades/' the whole.. Diyiciion 
will be put Threes Right. At the word ^^ March/' the'Leading 
Squadrons of the Bight Regiments of. Brigades will w})eel 
their Heads to the Rights and Retire in Squadron Colu^u^ jaf 
Threes by their own Right Flanks, and a9 soon as the ne.V 
Threes of those Squadrons have, cleared the Rear of th^ ColwiQf 
the words ^^Form Troops or Squadrons" are given.

20. On the command being given to Contiguous Close 
Columns to '* Take Ground in Column of Troops or Squa^ 
drons to the Rights" the Leading Squadron of each Regimental 
Column is wheeled to the Right, either entire, or by Troops, 
as the case may require ; all other Squadrons come up to the 
ground, from which the Leading Squadrons moved off, and 
there wheel to the Right, in succession, as it comes to their 
turn. 

21. When from Contiguous Close Columns the command is 
" Take Ground in Column of Troops or Squadrons to th^ 
Lefty^ the whole body will be put Threes Left. The Squadron 
in rear of the Left Column marches straight out to the Left of 
the Columns, and when its Bear has cleared them, it receives 
the words "i^orm Squadrons or Troops;*' all other Squa- 
drons of the Left Column wheel their Heads to the Left, and 
follow the Line of the Rear Squadron, each receiving the 
words " Form Squadrons or Troops " at the point where these 
words were given to the now Leading Squadron. The Rear 
Squadrons of all other Columns march straight to the Lefl;, 
and they are followed in succession, on their Line of March, 
by the other Squadrons, the whole forming into Column the 
moment there is room to do so. 
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BASES AND MARKING. 

1. Officers and Markers employed in giving the Base are to 
be guided by the rules laid down in Section 5, in the " Book 
of Cavalry Regulations," under the head of "Rules for Markers 
and dressing." 

2. In Changes of Front on the Centre of a Line, if the 
Changie be to the Right, a Right Troop nearest the centre 
gives the Base ; on the contrary, if the change be to the Left, 
a L^ft Troop. For example, a Line of Three Regiments, of 
four Sqiladrond each, is ordered to change Front to the Right 
on the Centre, dnd no other command being given by the 
Brigadier or Divisionial Commander, the Officer commanding 
the Line proceeds to make the change on the Right Troop of 
the Seventh Squadron (numbering from the Right). If the 
change were ordered to the Left, the Left Troop of the Sixth 
Sqiifidron would give the Base. 

3. Ill every case in which the formation of a Support in rear 
of a First Line takes place, the Markers employed to give the 
Bases and distant points will invariably front in the direction 
of the First^ Line, orritil • the Brigade Major or other Staff 
Officei* observes that all are steady and properly placed, and . 
that 'the true direction of the alignment has been established ; 
^hen'this is completed he gives amotion with his hand or hat, 
and all markers turn their Horses about towards the Base and 
'drei^byit. After all Formations into Line, and as soon as 
th€iSta^Offiber appointed to superintend the Dressing and 
Base 'sees that the Line is properly dressed, he gives the 
Officii*' Cbmmaiiding the Line a signal with his hand or hat 
that it is so- lipon which the words " Et/es front'* are given. 

4. Whenever iLihe happens to be standing, forming or 
motihg on hilly ^ound, the Base will always be given at the 
highest point ; but it should be changed towards the centre

L Although the announcement of the pace ii^ not lAM AbUni 
in any of the following movements, it is never to beoihitied 
before the Troops are put in motion ; and where the ibtoimatid 
is represented to be given verbally to the TrooJMS by Ifcd' 
Brigadier or Divisional Commander in persoii, it ittiiy ttlmost 
always be sent by Aides-de-Camp to Brigadiers,' t6 Com- 
manders of Lines, and to Commanding Offieerer of Eegim£iiit» 
or detached Bodies. Staff Officers should be provided With; 
Memorandum Books, for the purpose of inserting any wriUeiK 
orders they may have to carry, and where Im officeir ' in 
command directs an order to be takien in this lnacbn'eri"he 
should require the person who is to convey it to prdVe its 
accuracy by reading it over to him before starting. • ' 

2. The Commander of a Division of Cavalry «faoiild send 
his orders through Brigadiers, and they througli Officors Com- 
manding Lines or Regimental Cotnmanding Officers (in the 
latter case in the event of Squadrons being detiushed). ' It is 
of course sometimes necessary that an order should be^ sent 
straight to a single Regiment or Squadron, with a vijefw tovave 
time ; in this case the Staff Officer should, immiediately 'after 
conveying the order that he is sent with, repair striu^it' to/the 
Brigadier or Regimental Commanding Officer^ ^iand iequiiint 
him with the nature of the order and by whoM setit. . ■ : ' • ' 

Officers in command are never to send their Tnunp^tersioia 
messages. 

3. Inclines in Line should generally be made by the Oblique 
Echellon March of Troops, and all Regiments should practise 
this plan of gaining ground to a flank and front. 

4. Except for most urgent reasons the pace of a Column of 
Threes should never exceed a Trot. 

Regiments and Squadrons should be moved as much as 
possible by Troops and Divisions, bo aa to enable them, when 
required, to mancduvre at the Gallop. 
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5. Only the Brigadier's Trumpeter to use the Bugle. Regi- 
mental and Squadron Trumpeters to use the Trumpet. 
Bugle soundsi QVi.'y to be repeated by Commanding Officers' 
Trumpeters, Commanding Officers will then be able to in- 
crease and decrease the pace of their own Regiments as 
occacaon may require, without misleading others. 

6. In Brigade, Squadron Trumpeters are not to repeat the 
Bugle or Trumpet sounds, unless ordered to do so. 

7. The Trumpeter attached to the Officer commanding the 
Brigade must be thoroughly acquainted with the Regimental 
calls of all the Regiments in the Brigade, and when any sound 
is preceded by a Regimental Call, it will be understood to 
apply only to the Regiment to which the. call belongs. 

8. The following are the Regimental Calls of all the Regi- 
ments of Cavalry, l^oge^her with the Trumpet and Bugle 
sounds required in the Fidid. They must be strictly adhered 
to throughout the service : — 
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COMMANDING OFFICERS. 

1. In Brigade or Division it is impossible for a Conunanding 
Offi^r of fk Begiment to take up the orders re^bdily if he is 
attending too much to his own Officers and men. 

2. His chief attention should be given to the General Move- 
ment ; he should keep his eye towards the General Officer and 
the Regiment of Direction ; and if any Staff Officer appears 
to be bringing an Order he should ride forward a little to meet 
him, so as to show him at once that he is the person he is 
looking for. 

3. By remaining too near his ranks, and not looking out in 
the direction from whence orders are to be expected, he can 
neither obtain his order in good time, nor deliver his own com- 
mands with readiness. 

4. Commanding Officers, at all Regimental Drills, should pay 
very great attention to the perfecting of their Regiments in 
Oblique Formations of Line from Open Column, as laid down 
in Section Xni., pages 218 and 219 of the Cavalry Regulations, 
as they are most useful aijd are continually .required in the 
Movements of a Brigade, the facility and rapidity with which 
a Flank can, by these Oblique Formations, be advanced or re- 
tired is very great. A Line can thus be formed at any angle, 
either as an offensive manoeuvre or for an immediate attack 
by so gaining an enemy's flank. 

5. Cavalry Officers should study the Movements of Horse 
Artillery. In the most important duties which Cavalry are 
required to perform, such as the advanced and rear guards of 
an army, protecting a retreat or making a reconnaissance, the 
most decided success may be obtained when cavalry and 
artillery act in concert. 

6. General Officers and Commanding Officers of Regiments 
should constantly practi^ the Advance and B«tat^^ q^ Q^xixss. 
through the Squadron IntervaLs, or TO\md\\ie'^\M^«» ^^ ^"Vaw^ n 
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also to Advance or Retire by Squadrons, or Column of Troops, 
through the Intervals, and round the Flanks of Batteries, so 
that Guns may be masked and unmasked and mutual protection 
given with the least possible delay. 

7. Artillery must on all occasions be protected by cavalry.

When Begiments are formed in Line of Contiguous Close 
Column for laspection, and the Command ^' Officers take Post 
in Front" given, they will at the word ** March** distri- 
bute themselves as ^own below, the whole moving at a 
steady Trot, but no Officer in coming to the Front must pass 
any other Officer whose place is nearer the centre of the 
Column than his own, when all have formed in Front. The 
same rule is to be observed at the words *^ Officers take Post 
in Squadron.** 
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PARADE INSPECTION OR REVIEW OF A BRIGADE 
OR DIVISION. 

1. When a Brigade assembles for any purpose, Commanding 
Officers are answerable for having their Regiments in their 
proper places, which will always be in Contiguous Close 
Columns (unless otherwise ordered), a few minutes before the 
time notified for the General Parade of the Brigade, and on 
ground which will be pointed out by a Staff Officer. On the 
Brigadier presenting himself in front of the Line, Commanding 
and all other Officers are to be in their places. 

2, The Brigadier on his arrival on Parade orders ^^ Brigade, 
Attention,'' " Eyes Right {or Centre^' " Draw Swords,*' 
these words to be repeated by Commanding Officers. 

. 3. The Brigadier then proceeds to Inspect the Brigade (or 
he may deploy it for that purpose). Commanding Officers 
will accompany the Brigadier during the Inspection of their 
Regiments. 

4. Should the Brigade be formed for the Inspection of any 
Royal Personage or Superior Officer, the following Rules will 
be adhered to. The Brigadier will give the words, '^ Attention,' 
*' Officers take post infront^ " March," " Sit at ease." 

5. On the Koyal JPersonage or Reviewing Officer presenting 
himself, the Brigadier will give the command, ^'Attention," 
" Royal {or General) Salute," " Draw Swords" Swords are 
drawn, Officers salute, taking the time from the Brigadier, and 
music will be played ^.ccording to regulation.*! The Inspec- 
tion of the Troops then takes place, but Commanding Officers 
do not accompany, they remain steady at their posts. 

6. On the caution " Officers take post in Front," at the word 
^^ March" all Squadron Leaders, Left Troop Leaders, and

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Left Troop Serrefiles come to the front by the Left Flank of 
the Column ; all Right Troop Leaders, Right Troop Serrefiles, 
iftnd Squadron Serrefiles by the Right Flank, and post them- 
selves in front of the Column at half a horse's length in 
advance of it. All the Officers of the Right Column of the 
Regiment will be in front of the Right Troop, those of the 
Left Column, including the Squadron Leaders, will be in Front 
of the Left Troop of the Squadron at the Head of the Column. 
Squadron Serrefiles will be in front of the Right Troop. The 
ground will be equally divided by the Officers, and the whole 
will be dressed by the Brigade Major. Should the places of 
Squadron Leaders be on the Right of the Column, at the words 
" Officers take post in Front^'* they will in that case take 
their places in Front of the Right Troop at the Head of the 
Column, and Squadron Serrefiles in Front of the Left Troop. 

The Adjutant is at a horse's length on the Right of the 
Front Rank. The Staff* Officers on his Right dressed by him, 
and at Close Files. 

Commanding Officers are at half a horse's length in advance 
of the Line of Officers, in front of the Centres of their Regi- 
ments ; Majors a like distance in front of Adjutants. 

7. If the Troops are formed as a Division, the Division 
Leader takes post from eighty to one hundred yards in front 
of the Centre of the Contiguous Columns ; Brigadiers from 
forty to fifty yards in advance of the Centres of their Brigades, 
and they will be similarly posted if the Division or Brigade 
be deployed into One or Two Lines. 

8. The Division Leader's Trumpeter and the Brigadier's 
Trumpeter take post one horse's length in rear of, and half a 
horse's length to the leflt of the respective officers to whom 
they are attached. The Assistant Adjutant-General and As- 
sistant Quartermaster-Gteneral are a horse's length behind the 
Trumpeter, and half a horse's length apart, the space between 
them being directly in rear of the Division Leader. The 

Aides^dB'^smp are at a horse's lengtld in tq«c oi t\i^ ^^acas^slj^ 
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Adjutant-General and Assistant Quartermaster-General ; any 
Orderly Officers which may be fold off to act as extra Aides- 
de-camp, will form in line with them, half a horse's length 
apart on their Right and Left, and they will occupy the 
relative positions of their Kegiments as these latter stand on 
parade. 

9. The Staff of the Brigadiers as well as the Officers they 
have attached to them, take post as detailed for the Division 
Leader's Staff, &c. 

10. The whole of the Bands will be formed together, 
fifty yards in rear of the centre of the Contiguous Columns, 
taking post according to seniority ; music will be arranged 
in a particular key and supplied to each Regiment, to be 
played on all occasions of Reviews, Lispections, and March- 
ing past ; and all Cavalry Bands will be required to play 
this music in the same time ; it will therefore be practised at 
out- Stations, so that when Bands are joined together there will 
be no necessity for any practice, to enable any number of them 
to perform properly the music selected for Reviews, Inspections, 
Parades, and Marching past. The pieces of music will be 
numbered from 1 upwards. The Senior Bandmaster will take 
charge of all the Bands, and direct any one of these numbers 
to be played. 

11. If the Royal Personage or Reviewing Officer is to be re- 
ceived by the Brigade in one or more Lines, the Brigadier will 
previously to their coming on the ground, deploy his Brigade; 
having done so, and a perfect Line of dressing established, he

12. The Regimental Marker of the Regiment from which

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order ; these Markers face the Bear Rank, raise their S'words 
and dress by the Markers of the Squadron of direction. Im- 
mediately on the caution, " Rear Rank take Order" the 
Brigade Major rides to the Base, sees that it is in the proper 
direction, and that the Markers dress correctly by it ; on the 
word " March^^ the Bear Rank proceeds to rein back. The 
Reining Back is by the Squadron of direction to which every 
man of the Rear Rank must continue to- look until the words 
" Eyes FronV^ are given. When the Brigade Major sees that 
the Rear Rank is accurately dressed, he turns his horse to the 
front and holds up his hand, as a signal to the Brigadier that 
it is so, but he must not do this, until he has received a similar 
signal from the Brigade Major of the Second Line ; the vords 
" Eyes Front '* are then given. Markers go to their places at a 
walk, and all look to the front. In the absence of the Brigade 
Major the Adjutant of the Regiment furnishing the Base 
Squadron, places the Base and superintends the dressing of 
the Rear Rank.* The Officers are posted as detailed for a 
Single Regiment, and they dress by the Officers of the Squa- 
dron of Direction both at " Close Order ^^ and at " Order ^^ 

13. Should the Brigade be formed into Two Lines instead 
of one, the Second Line would upon the words " Rear Rank 
take Order/* act precisely in the same manner as the First. 

14. On the Royal Personage or Reviewing Officer pre- 
senting himself in front of the Troops, he will be received in 
the same manner as detailed .for a Line of Contiguous Close 
Columns, both Lines giving the Salute at the same time, at the 
word of the Brigadier or Divisional Commander.

20. When the word " March ^^ is given to put the Brigade in 
motion for Marching past, the Markers who are to mark the 
Passing Line move out all at the same instant at a Gallop, 
and no Man or Horse in the Brigade must be suffered to 
move until the word ^^ March.** The Bands will move to 
their place by the Left of the Columns, in one body, at the 
word ^' March** given to the Column. 

2L The Length of the Passing Line will depend on the 
Number of Troops composing the Brigade, and the extent of 
ground to the Flanks, Front and Rear of the Parade Line. 
From these considerations it will be impossible to lay down 
exactly the distance from the Marker A to D. 

22. If it be a Division that is to march past, the Assistant 
Adjutant-General and Assistant Quartermaster General pre- 
cede the whole, half a horse's length apart, and in front of 
the Centre of the Column ; then follow the Aides-de-Camp 
and Orderly Officers, half a horse's length behind them and at 
equal distances from each other, and in this respect so dis- 
posed as to cover the front of the column ; then the Division 
Leader ; after him come the Brigade Major, Aides-de-Camp, 
and Orderly Officers of the Brigadier of the Leading Brigade, 
all in one Line, and formed as laid down for those of the 
Division Leader ; then the Brigadier himself, followed by the 
Commanding Officer of the leading Regiment^ at half a horse's 
length distance. The other Brigadiexa and tjuelr Staffii are 
sindlarljr posted. .\\ 
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23. In Marching and Ranking past, Heads of Brigades will 
keep at such a distance from the Rear of the Brigade imme- 
diately preceding, as, if at any moment the Troops or Squa- 
drons of the whole Column were wheeled into Line, the 
Squadron Intervals would be all correct. 

24. Each Squadron, as it arrives at the breadth of a Troop 
from A, is wheeled into Line, and proceeds as laid down for 
the Marching Past of a single Regiment. Squadron Leaders 
open the Ranks of their Squadrons, when they themselves 
arrive at the Marker B, not when the Right Flanks of their 
Squadrons come to him. 

25. When the Ranks are opened, the Officers are posted the 
same as laid down for a single Regiment. The Squadron 
Leader at the Head of each Regiment is half a horse's 'length 
in rear of his Commanding Officer. All Squadron Officers, 
Troop Leaders, and Serrefiles, dress to the Officer on the Right. 
The Right-hand man of the Front Rank of each Squadron 
keeps a horse's length from the Officer in front nearest the 
Right, and all the Front Rank dress by the Right. 

26. The Right-hand man of the Rear Rank of each Squa- 
dron keeps a distance of three horses' lengths from his Front 
Bank man.. The Right-hand men of the Front and Rear 
Ranks are responsible for leading straight, so as to bring their 
right knees within six inches of each Marker's horse's head 
in passing them. 

27. If the Brigade is being marched past by the Officer who 
usually commands it. Officers Commanding Regiments will, 
when they have recovered and carried Swords, after passing 
at the Heads of their Regiments, fall out and place themselves 
at a horse's length on the Right of the Brigadier, but half 
a horse's length to the Rear of that point, saluting as they 
approach, after which they recover and carry Swords ; when 
the Rear of their Regiments have passed, they salute and re- 
join them. Should the Brigade be going throw%\itW^«s^^^ 
MorementB under the Brigadier fox tlaa \a'e>^^^^XsyDL ^1 -kk^ 
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Superior Officer, Commanding Officers will not fail put^ but 
accompany their Regiments, and the Brigadier only will^ join 
the Inspecting or Keviewing Officer, in the same manner as 
Ck)mmanding Officers of Regiments do, in the case of the 
Brigadier being the Chief Officer on Parade. The same Rules 
apply to a Division, but the Divisional Leader and Brigadiers 
fall out after passing, and place themselves near Hie inspecting 
Officer. 

28. The distance the Hea^ of the Column must proceed 
when it has wheeled off the Passing Line into the adjacent 
side of the Square or parallelogram, will depend oathe number 
of Troops and the extent of the Passing Line. Staff Officers 
will always place Markers at the points where the Head of 
the Column is to be changed, and these should be so arranged, 
that the Brigade or Division would stand in Column of Troops 
on the four lines they have to traverse in the Parade Move- 
ments, and the distance from the Marker .B to C on the Passing 
Line to spare. 

29. This arrangement, however, applies more to the Review 
or Inspection of a Brigade or Division of Cavalry, when no 
other Troops are present, and when the ground is without any 
obstacles to this manner of Movement and Formation ; should 
there be other Troops on the ground, or should the ground 
not be sufficiently large or clear, to admit o^ this mode of 
carrying out the Parade Movements, it will be necessary to 
make a curtailment of some or all the lines above mentioned, 
and in many cases, the Brigade or Division will have to be 
formed into Contiguous Close Columns or Mass, after passing 
the Reviewing Officer. 

30. In Ranking past by Threes, the Divisional LeiEbder is in 
front of the Head of the Column, preceded by his Staff Officers 
formed in Sections of Threes, as far as possible, and at itk 
ordinary distance and intervals a.t which the Ranks xnoye.

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33. The Head of the Colomn having wheeled off the Passing 
Line at D, it may either be allowed to proceed round the 
Square, or Regimental Contiguous Close Columns, Contiguous 
Columns of Brigades in Mass, or One Mass of the whole may 
be formed, either on the Line adjacent to the Passing Line at 
D, or on any available ground, care being taken, however, to 
keep the whole of the Passing Line clear. If the Column is 
allowed to continue its March, it may be formed into Troops 
on the move, and then these "may be wheeled to t^^e Right or 
Left about, for Galloping past, or the Front of the Column may 
be reversed in the following manner: — The Command " Reverse 
the Front, by the Wheel about of Division s,^ is given, which 
is to be repeated by all Commanding Officers and Squadron 
Leaders. The Left Divisions are all halted by Squadron 
Leaders, and the moment they perceive that the Divisions have 
room to wheel about, the words " Inwards about Wheel^ are 
given by Squadron Leaders, the Rear Divisions are ordered 
to double the pace, and as they are coming into Line with the 
Leading Divisions, the pace at which such Leading Divisions 
are moving is ordered. 

34. If Regimental Contiguous Close Columns, Contiguous 
Columns of Brigades in Mass, or one Mass of the whole be 
formed, the Squadrons will be countermarched, and then an 
advance in Column of Troops, from that part of the whole 
which will produce a column of Troops Left in Front, is 
ordered. At the word *^ Mareh^ after the caution " Gallop 
Pasty^ the Troops move off in succession, and each is wheeled 
into the Passing Line at D, and receives the words " Eyes 
Left,'" at C " Carry Swords " is ordered, atB " Slope Swords^** 
and at A the Head of the Column changes its direction to the 
Right. Specific orders must be given before the Galloping 
Past commences, as to how and where the Troops are to form 
after quitting the Passing Line. 

35. Division Leaders, Brigadiers, and their StafiB are posted 
the same as when marching past by Squadi'ons.

On the word ^^March^^ all except the Base Regiment move 
straight forward together, the Regiment next the Base is 
halted by its Commanding Officer the moment it has advanced 
half its depth. Every other Regiment is halted in the same 
manner, when each has arrived at a point half its depth in 
advance of the Regiment on its Flank towards the Base ; each 
Column 9.S it is halted, receiving from its Commanding Officer 
the words " Change Fronts Half Right i^ the whole Brigade 
will thus stand in short Echellon from the Left. When all are 
steady, the Brigadier gives the command "jPorm Line,^ and on 
the word " March " each Commanding Officer will proceed to 
Change Front Half Right, and when that is effected, Regiments 
will be moved forward to the Alignment. 

The Base is given by the Adjutant and Regimental Marker 
' of the Right Regiment, posted by the Brigade Major. 

Observation!. — After Change Front Half Right a direct

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Observation 2. — Change Front, Half Left Back, is exe- 
cuted by the Brigade being put Threes about^ after which the 
whole will proceed to Change Front Half Left in the manner 
prescribed for a Change of Front Half Right, and when com- 
pleted Threes will be fronted ; should^ a Change of Position 
Half Left Back or Left Back be required, all the rules relating 
to a Change of Position Half Right and To the Right apply, 
in every respect, to Changes of Position, Half Left Back, and 
Left Back, substituting however the words Right for Left and 
Left for Right in the commands, and the Rear Rank being in 
Front during the movement. 

Observation 3. — To change Front Half Right from Close 
Column, the Squadron at the Head of the Column wheels 
Half Right, all other Squadrons are put Threes Left, and are 
led straight to the Left, and each, as its inward Hank covers 
the inward flank at the Head of the Column, receives the 
words " Halt;' " Front Forward^' " Right;' " Forward;'

On the word '^ Marchy' the Support passes through the

Should the Line be Halted before it has gained four hundred 
yards in advance of the Support, this latter must correct its 
distance. 

If it be intended to take up a New Position after the Passage 
is made, the Division Leader orders, " The Support will pass to 
the Fronty and Change Position Half Eighty or to the Right:' 
When Changes of Position are to take place after the Passage, 
the Flank Squadron towards the hand to which the change is 
to be made, will always give the Base, both in movement and 
in the subsequent Formation into Line, and the Change of 
Direction, to take up the Position, will be begun the moment 
the Heads of Squadrons have cleared the First Line, Squadron 
Leaders bringing the Shoulders forwai'd, keeping their proper 
IntervalB from the Squadrons next them towards the directing 
Squadron, and leading towards where they will stand in Line. 

The Base is placed by a Staff Officer at any point that 
may be directed by the Division Leader. The former First 
Line, now the Support, conforms to the movements of the 
First Line.

— Having retired by Threes from the Eight 
or Left flanks of Squadrons the whole can close on any named 
Squadron, forming thus a mass of Columns of the whole Bri* 
gade going to the Bear ; or each Begiment can be ordered to 
close on any named Squadron, thus retiring in Begimental Close 
Columns of Squadrons, and having done so through broken
